JAP ORIVE BEGINS 


OFFICIALLY AGAINST 


PROVINCE or JEHOL 


Changchu n, Manchu ria, Feb. 
24 
(>P)—Japan 
h a s 
officially 
started its military campaign to 
annex the rich Chinese Prov ince 
of Jehol to the Japanese-fostered 
state of Manchu ku o. 
The most powerfu l Japanese 
force massed in Manchu ria since 
hostilities with the Chinese be­ 
gan 17 m onths ago was being 
pou red into eastern Jehol today 
along two rou tes, abou t 150 miles 
apart. 
A modernized Japanese army , 
with tanks, bombing planes and 
armored cars, believ ed to total 
6 0,000, is ex pected to raise the 
flag of the rising su n in Jehol 
City , or Chengtefu , the prov in­ 
cial capital, in any where from a 
week to a month. Opposing this 
army are 150,000 poorly eq u ipped 
Chinese 
u nder 
sev eral 
com­ 
manders. 
Repo rts fro m Tungliao , start­ 
ing po int o f the no rthern driv e, 
said an infantry div isio n, fresh 
fro m J apan, a v eteran cav alry 
brigade and nativ e Manchurian 
fo rce were plo dding thro ugh a 
sno w-sto rm 
against 
Chinese 
co ncentratio ns o f v o luntters in 
the Kailu regio n. 
A big J apanese fo rce o f cav al-’ 
ry , infantry and artillery was di­ 


rected against Chaoy ang, second 
largest city of Jehol, and the 
shortest rou te to the seat of the 
Chinese gov ernment at Jehol 
City . These inclu ded mostly v et­ 
erans of the battle resu lting in 
the conq u est of Shanhaikwan in 
early Janu ary . They closed east­ 
ern passages in the G reat Wall 
of China, blocking the entry of 
more Chinese troops into Jehol 
from that direction. 
The six th infantry div ision, 
from the sou thern Japanese is­ 
land of Ky u shu , was heading 
throu gh the northern blizzard 
with a tem peratu re of 10 degrees 
below zero prev ailing. It is com­ 
manded by Lt. Gen. Masay emon 
Sakamoto. This and the eighth 
div ision, commanded by Lt. Gen. 
Yoshikazu Nishi, are ex pected to 
bear t h e bru nt of the cam ­ 
paign. 
W i t h 
General 
Sakamoto’s 
troops was the fou rth cav alry 
brigade u nder Maj. Gen. Kenno- 
su ke Mogi, which figu red in the 
northern M anchu ria driv e in 
December th at sent General Su 
Ping-wen fleeing into Sibera. 
Marching with the Japanese is 
the army of the state of Man­ 
chu ku o, commanded by General 
Chang Hai-pen. Its adv ance into 
Jehol from the Tu ngliao region 
started early y esterday . 
The main Japanese mov ement 
on both fronts was delay ed u ntil 
the lapse of the 24hou r u ltim a­ 
tu m issu ed to the Chinese gov ­ 
ernm ent last midnight. 
Chinese v olu nteers were re­ 
ported encou ntered early today 
by Japanese troops in the north 
of Molimiao, 20 miles sou thwest 
of Tu ngliao. They were said to 
hav e been dispersed. Molimiao 
was abou t half way to Kailu , at 
the starting point of the main 
rou te from the north to Jehol 
City . 
Nearly 20,000 fresh recru its 
from Japan are in the force 
being 
dispatched 
into 
Jehol. 
These are all 21-y ear old y ou ths 
who were called to the colors 
last month. Their presence was 
ex pected 
to 
perm it 
v eterans 
being sent to the front lines. 
The Jehol operations cov er a 
mu ch more ex tensiv e area and 
oppose mu ch larger Chinese forc­ 
es than any of the series of cam­ 
paigns waged by the Japanese in 
establishing the state of M an­ 
chu ku o in Manchu ria. The big­ 
gest prev iou s campaign was the 
captu re of Chinchow, M anchu r­ 
ia, by 12,000 troops in Janu ary , 
19 31, which resu lted in the flight 
of Marshal Chang Hsiao-Liang, 
north China war lord, to Peip­ 
ing. 
Chinchow is now the base of 
the Japanese operations against 
Chaoy ang on the sou thern front. 
While General Nobu y oshi Mu - 
to, Japan’s chief adv isor to the 
Manchu ku o gov ernment is su ­ 
preme commander of all forces 
in Manchu ria, his chief of staff, 
Lt. Gen. Ku niaki Koiso, is cred­ 
ited with being the directing 
geniu s of the Jehol campaign 
and in activ e charge of the 
mov ement. Their headq u arters is 
here.
